THE NEW POSTAGE LAW.
Every person is interested in the

amended act of the 3d of March, 1855,
in regard to postages, and a synopsis of
its provisions will be interesting to the
reader.

Under this law all single letters mail¬
ed for any distance not exceeding tliree
thousand miles are to pay three cente,
and for any distance'exceeding three
thousand miles, ten cents.

Half an ounce in weight will consti¬
tute a single letter; and double, treble
and quadruple letters to be charged in
the same proportion.

All letters must be prepaid, except
such a3 are to or from a foreign coun¬

try, or those addressed to ofliccrs .of the
Government on official business.

The law is to take effect from and af¬
ter the next fiscal quarter.

After the 1st January nexUhe post¬
masters are to affix stamps' upon all
prepaid letters upon which none are

placed by the writers.
A registration of valuable letters is

required to be made upon the payment
of a fee of five cents in addition to th^
prepaid postago, but the Government
will not be responsible for the loss of
any registered letter or packet.
'The franking privilege is to remain

as heretofore.
Selling postage stamps for a larger

sum 'than their marked value, is to be
punished as a misdemeanor.

SLACK-WATER NAVIGATION.
A bill which ha3 be:nbeforetheLeg-

islature of Pennsylvania, for the im¬
provement of the Ohio rivor, has been
attracting much attention. Tho plan
proposed,is by the introduction of slack-
water navigation.a plan which has
teen successfully tested in several parts
of the Union. Speaking of this pro¬
cess, tho Pittsburgh Chronicle says:

" Fifteen years ago tho Monongahe¬
la, between this city and Brownsville,
was what the Ohio between here and
Cincinnati has been last year. But
the Monongahela since that time has
ljeen changed, and so has the entire
valley through which it flows. The
river"has been improved by locks and
dams, and now bears upou its bosom,
nine months out of the twelve, steam¬
ers second to none in speed and mag-
nificcnce. The valley which it irri¬
gates, fifteen years since, was thinly
settled; now, each of tho sixty miles
between this city and Brownsville has
its thriving and progressive villages..
A mighty change has been produced in
a few years, and this change has been
¦wrought by the crection of four dams.
The man who has not travelled on the
Monongahela since 1839, would not re¬

cognize the place, were he to go over it
again in 1S55."

EXCITEMENT IN PITTSBURG.
The negroes in Pittsburg, who seem

by tho impunity with which their out¬
rages are committed, to rule the city,
recently conceived that a negro woman
who was passing through there in com¬

pany with a Mr. Slaymaker,was a slave,
and in the excess o'f their anti-slavery
feelings forcibly seized her at the hotel
where she was staying and carried her
off. Both Mr. Slaymaker and the wo¬
man protested that she was free, but
despite their expostulations sho was ta¬
ken away and secreted. Mr. Slayma¬
ker subsequently applied to tho Mayor,
and the woman was restored, through
a process which the Pittsburg Gazette
details as follows:

" As soon as the woman had left the
Hotel, Mr. Glass, one of the proprie¬
tors, suggested to Mr. Slaymaker that
ho had better instantly apply to tho
proper authorities for assistance in re¬

covering tho woman. He thereupon
repaired to tho Mayor's office and sta¬
ted the case. IIo also produced the
necessary papers to prove that the wo¬
man was born in tho State of Pennsyl¬
vania and was free. It was (hen sug¬
gested that if these facts be made
known and substantiated to some re¬

spectable colored citizen, there would
bo 110 difficulty in getting tho woman
back. Mayor Voltz accordingly called
on Dr. Martin Delaney and requested
his presence at the Mayor's office. Dr.
Delaney repaired thither, and on an ex¬
amination of tho documents doclarcd
himself satisfied that the woman was

free. Accompanied by officer Frost,
ho then proceeded to a house near tho
head of Webster street, where ten or

twelve colored persons were assembled;
a consultation was held and tho papers
examined, when it was decided that the
woman should bo returned. The party
then started down and got tho woman

from a house somewhere near the in¬
tersection of Strawberry Alley with
Cherry Alley. Frost was permitted to

go to the house. The woman was then
conducted back to the City Hotel and
delivered into the charge of Mr. Slay¬
maker. Dr. Delaney furnished Mr. S.
with a certificate addressed to "The
Friends of Liberty," in which lie, Pre¬
sident of an association or club, (the
name we did not got) declared the wo¬
man as free. Sho expressed herself
much gratified at being returned. Mr.
Slaymaker states that she was consid¬
erably injured by the rough handling
she got, and was confined to her bcd^U
day yesterday.

regularly mustered into the service of
the United States, and every officer,
commissioned and iinu--comutis<ioued,
suaineu, ordinary seamen, flotilla man,
marine, clerk, and landsman, in the na¬

vy, in any ol the wars in which thio
countiy lias been engaged, since seven¬

teen hundred and ninety, and each of
the survivers of the militia, or v.<;n-

teers, or State troops of any State or

Territory,'called into military servico,
and regularly mustered therein, and
whose services have been paid fly
the United Stales, shall be entitled to
receive a ceittifkate or warrant from
the Department of the Interior for one

bundled and sixty aeies of land ; and
where any of those who havo so been
mustered into seivice and paid shall
have received a ceiiificate or warrant
for such quantity of laud us will make,
in the whole, with what he may have
heretofore received, one huudred and
sixty acres to each such person having
served us aforesaid: Prodded, The
person so having been iu service shall
not receive said land warrant if it shall
appear by the muster rolls of his regi¬
ment or corps that he deserted, or was

dishonorably discharged from service:
Providedfurther, That the benefits of
this section shall beoxieiided to wagon-
masters and teamsters who may have
been employed under direction of com-

petent authority in lime of war in the
transportation of military stores and
supplies.

Sec. 2. And le it further enacted.
That in case of the death of any per¬
son who, if living would be entitled to
a certificate or warrant as aforesaid un¬

der this act, leaving a widow, or if no

widow, a minor child or children, such
widow, or, if no widow, such minor
child or children, shall be entitled to re¬

ceive o certificate or wairant for the
same quantity of land that such deceas¬
ed person would be entitled to receive
under thu provisions of this act, if now
living: Prodded, That a subsequent
marriage shall not impair the right of
any such widoiv to such warrant, if she
be a widow at the time of making her

application: And provided further,
I bat those shall he considered minors
who are so at the time this act shall take
effect.

Sec. 3. And le it further enacted,
That iu no case shall any such certifi-
cate or warrant 1)0 issued for any ser¬

vice Ius9 than fourteen days, except
where the person shall actually liavo
been engaged iu battle, and unless the
party claiming such certificate or war¬

rant shall establish his or her right there¬
to by record evidence of said service.

Sec. 4. And le it further enactcd,
That said certificates or warrants may
be assigned, transferred, and located, by
the warrantees, their assignees, or their
hoirs-at-Iaw, according to the provision
of existing laws regulating the assign¬
ment, transfer, and Jucaliun of bounty
land warrants.

Sec. 5. And lc it further cnactcd,
That no warrant issued under the pro-
visions of this net sail be located on

any public lands, except such as shall
at the time he .subject to sale at either
the minimum or lower graduated prices.

See. G. And he it farther enacted.
That the registers und receivers of tho
several land-offices shall he severally
authorized to charge and receive fur
their services in locating all warrants
under the provisions of this act, the
same compensation or pur centage to

which they nro entitled by law for sales
of the public lands for cash, at the rate
of one dollar and twenty-live cents per
acre, the said compensation to he paid
by the assignees or holders of such vvur-

rants.
Sec. 7» And be it further cnartcd,

That the provisions of thin act, and all
the bounty land laws heretofore passed
by Congress, shall be extended to Indi¬
ans in the same manner, and to the same
extent, as if the said Indians had been
white men.

Sec. 8. Jlnd lc it further enacted,

The Chicago Pross states that an a-

gent of the Netherlands Trading Com¬
